Had he made 
such charges against the city he partly represent- 
ed, he would lice to a city of refuge. He would 
fear on returning home, of seeing the "slow on- 
moving finger of scorn" pointing at him from 
every corner. Louisville was not a Sodom; it was 
a green spot in Kentucky. He went into a dis- 
cussion of the violence in Louisville on "Bloody 
Monday," and defended the acts of the Ameri- 
can party on that occasion. 

Mr. CROXTON belonged to the American 
party until he found out the principles of the par- 
ty, when he deserted it. He was responsible for 
what he did on this floo i, and off this Hoor. He 
was net to be intimidated here or in Louisville. 

Mr. JACOB was raised iu Louisville, and had 
learned to love and admire its citizens; but lie 
had not been taught to love or admire what was 
wrong. This was no party question; thequestion 
was, whether or Hot the Legislature would give to 
all the people of Louisville the privilege of vot- 
ing, whether they belonged to the one party or 
the other. 

Mr. TEV1S— "Whom tlieG.nls would destroy, 
they first make mad." The people of Louisville, 
through a majority of their representatives, were 
here protesting against the passage of the bill. 
The majority of the people of Louisville were 
opposed to the passage of the bill; and he could 
not see how a Democratic body could be willing 
to force it upon them.

The Circuit Conrt rendered Judgment in favor of 
the plaiutiU's iu the action and appointed a commis- 
sioner to hire out a port ion of the slaves and rent out a 
part of the laud i., rat-e a ttind sullicient to pay 
the ju igiuei.t; lo reverse which judg.ueut Ihe defen- 
dants appealed. 
The c-.uri, per Chief Justice Simpson, held: 
The £rst question that arises in this case relates 
to the nature ot the estate which the wife owns 
in the laud and the slaves conveyed to \V m. 
Monig.nncr, in trust for her Bee and benefit. 
If it o,' a si partite ssfofe, as distinguished Irom that 
estite whicu the wife acquires iu lands descended, 
and in slaves by way of distribution, or by a convey- 
ance in general terms, then under the pruvisious of 
the Revised Statutes, ihe had no power to charge or 
incumber it in any manner; and an the deed does not 
Confer such a power, thooase is not embraced by the ! 
aiuendalory act on the subject. 

Every trust estate created for the use and benefit 
of the wife, is not a separate estate, but it mus: also 
elearix appear, that the intension of the gift was, 
thai it should be for the wile's separate enjoyment, I 
That intention, it seems to us. is clearly manifested I 
by the Language of this dred. It provides that the! 
trustee shall hold the property in trust for the ess 
and b u ftt and tupport uf tne wife ami her children, I 
and shall permit her and her children to use, pos- 
sess, and enjoy every part and parcel of the proper- | 
ty which i- lo be controlled ly her. tor her ooinfort 
and support, and for tiie support and education of 
hcrchiiUrcn. The whole control aud management . 
of the propertj is thus conferred ou her to thueut>re [ 
exclusion ot' her husband. 

f he provision in the Revised Statutes concerning I 
estates held iu trust, has no application to separate 
estates, which are something more than mere irus; 
NUttes. It only applies to eslales that are, properly 
speaking, trust estates. A separate estate ispeeuliar 
in its character, and can only belong to a married 
woman, although it ma) be created previous to her 
marring.:. The tru-i estates referred to in the act 
are I hose that mai belong to any person whatever. 
.Nor has the provision iu the Revised Statutes which ' 
renders the real estate aud slaves of the wile liable 
for such debts and liabilities contracted ou account 
of, necessaries fur herself and family, as may be 
evidence i bj writiug signed by her and her husband, 
any application to her separate estate, that provis- 
ion relates to the wile's general property as contra- 
distinguished from her separate estate. The same 
chapter contains the provisions relating to her sepa- 
rate estate, which are wholb inconsistent with those 
concerning hvrother property, by which it clearb ap- 
pears that a distinction between them was intended 
to be made. 

Ttie provision, that estates theretofore created 
shall not be sold or encumbered but by order of a 
court of equity, and only lor the purpose of ex- 
change aud reinvestment, is not justly liable to the 
criticism made upon it. An estate may be encum- 
bered to raise money, to bo reinvested iu property 
for the same use, and might be donevery advantage- 
ously under the superintendence of a Court of 
hquity.

Washington, Jan. lb. — Senate. — Various pe- 
titions were presented. 

Mr. Douglas offete I a resolution that the Judi- 
ciary be instructed to re;«>rt a bill for the protec- 
tion of all I lie States and Territories against in- 
vasion by the inh ibit nts of any other State or 
Tivriiorv; also for the suppression and punish- 
ment of conspire. tors and c imbinations in any 
Siate or Territory , w ilh the intent to assail or mo- 
lest the government, inhabitants, property, or in- 
stitutions of any other State. 

Mr. Sumner presented a petition in favor of 
cheap letter |>ostuge He also ofiereda resolu- 
tion instructing the Committee ou Post-otlices 
and Post-roads to inquire whether the present 
rates of ocean postage are not exorbitant, and as 
to the expediency of reducing them. 

.Mr. Pow ell, of Ky., offered a resolution author- 
izing the present directors <>( the Portland Canal 
Company to construct a canal between the pres- 
ent terminus of said canal and certain points on 
the Ohio river. Referred. 

Mr. Higler introduced a bill for the suppression 
of any invasion of one State or Territory by an- 
other, or the fitting out of a military exjiedition 
or enterprise against another, and for the punish- 
ment of such oil eases. Referred to a select com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Clingmaii discussed Mr. Pugh's resolution. 
He referred to the remarks of Mr Cass in 1856. 
In reply to an inquiry about his health, he (Cass) 
said, "I am very well, but depressed inspirits; I 
used to think that this Union could never be dis- 
solved, but now I have serious apprehensions to 
the contrary. Tliey say Kansas causes this ex- 
citement, but a hundred Kansas bills could never 
have produced it) these people mean to liberate 
your slaves; you may think they are fanatics, hut 
the ini-forlune is, they are ignorant fanatics. You 
will gain nothing by making concessions. You 
cannot help us, but will destroy yourselves; but 
if you are firm, you may protect yourselves." 

Mr. Clingnun then went on to show that the 
Abolition feeling had so spread that it controlled 
nearly all the secular and religious press of the 
North. He said the only Whig party had been 
demoralized, especially by such men as the Sena 
tor from New York (Seward) now here. There 
was a party at the North whose principle was to 
cheat the South; this party passed bills to elude 
! our laws; they hire men to run off the slaves 
from the ;s,,u;li by the underground railroad, and 
| send members to the other part of the Capitol to 
make Speeches hostile to the South. The quec- 
i tion was fairly decided that Omnipotence had 
made a difference between the negro and white 
man, and we must take the fact as it is. He 
; claimed it as settled that the negro in inferior to 
I the w hite man, and is benefited by slavery. There 
were two ways to remedy the trouble, one is to 
; make the north sec the wrong, or else make the 
South independent. Two things had made the 
Southern people disunionists; one was the small 
vote Mr. Fillmore had received, and the other 
was the manner in which the raid of John Brown 
; was received at the North. 

The South had no more fear of the rising of 
I her negioee than the hadthat an election of a 
Black Republican President would furnish suffi- 
cient cause for a dissolution of the Union. He 
. moreover thought tl at would be a sufficient 
I overt act. It would hardly be expected that the 
: South would wait until she was completely in the 
power of her enemies. A Black Republican 
President could draw away all the arms from a 
slaie State and take such action as would leave 
the South open, to one hundred John Brown inva- 
sions; if ihe South submitted to the election of 
a Black Kepublican President, she would be in 
the sime condition as an a'my which surrendered 
at discretion, entitled to only such terms as the 
victor might choose to grant. 

He referred to the value of the Union as exer- 
cising a powerful effect in Stimulating the Libe- 
rals of Europe to continue against monarchial 
and aristocratic institutions. In the course of his 
rein sri s he said, that Southern men would not 
recede from the Capitol; this was the last place 
I of all they would e\ er give up if the Union was 
| to be dissolved in blood; he hoped the first fruits 
! would be reaped. He concluded his remarks by 
I expressing confidence iu the good fortune of the 
United Slates, and hoped for perspective Union. 
The further consideration of the subject was 
I then postponed till to morrow. 

Alter an executive session the Senate adjourn- 
I ed- 

Boose — A point of order was raised on Friday 
last by Mr. Leake, as to the legality of Mr. Pen- 
nington's plurality resolution, and ibis morning it 
was passed over informally. 

Mr. Underwood indulged the hope that by this 
debate the people of the South had been aroused 
to a sense of their position in the Union, and had 
become fully acquainted with the ends and aio s 
ol the Republicans. It would be neither truthfwl, 
profitable, nor just to speak of the Republicans 
otherwise than as the Abolition party, whom he 
regarded as utterly uiimindtul of their constitu 
tional obligation!. He gave a brief history of 
| the slavery agitation, not as a Southern man, but 
as a citizen of I lie United States, for the Consti- 
tution not only, defends the preservation of 
Southern rights, but those of the Union. In the 
course of his remarks he said he wanted an united 
South, and the South to demand nothing to 
which they were not entitled. While ihey were 
a prey to faction, it is not the time to form a new 
Dart, with the Republicans endangering the 
Union. No man at the South is willing to dis- 
solve the confederacy unless iheir rights are dis- 
regarded and the Constitution violated. Let the 
cry be "Justice and the Constitution." Let 
there be an union of true men o( the South with 
men of the North for the preservation ol that 
instrument. The Democratic party is the only 
hope of the country. 

Air. Hill, in explaining, said there were many 

gentlemen in political life who, though now co 

| operating with the Republicans, do not cordially 
i sympathize with them. An Union party was pro- 
1 p .sed, based on attachment to the government 
i and the enforcement ol all laws. Would il be a 
I national misfortune to make such a division of 
I the Republican party? 

Mr. Underwood wished to know what evidence 
I he hail that any portion of the Republicans would 
■ join a new party 

Mr. Hill replied that a portion of the gentle- 
men who were elected on the People's ticket had 
shown their nationality by voting (or Mr. Gilmer, 
he hoped this class of men would unite with the 
Union p .rty and separate themselves Irom the 
Republicans. 

Mr. Underwood responded by saying that they 
showed they were sectional men by voting first 
for Mr Grow and then for Mr. Sherman nianv 
times. He would tell his colleague that, at no 
time nor place, nor under any circumstances, 
would he trust his constituents in the hands of 
Tiiaddeus Stevens; neither would he go into 
political association with him. 

Mr. Hill wished to know whether his colleague 
would spurn affiliation with John Cochrane, on 
the Buffalo platform. 

Mr. Underwood replied that Mr. Cochrane, 
w ho wee absent, could spenk lor himself. 

Mr. Hill — If he would help you to a Demo- 
cratic majority, very well. 

Mi. Underwood replied that he would not 
break down the constitutional party at the North 
to form a new party. 

Mr. Hill, in further explanation, said the new 
party was predicated on the good sense of the 
American prople 

Mr. Underwood contended that the South 
w ere as patriotic as the Pennsylvania members. 
Why were not the latter aa good as the former. 
He eulogised the Democratic party and com 
mented on the conduct of the Southern ('pp.. si 
lion regarding their votis for Speaker. No tea- 
SOn h d been given why these twentv three gen- 
tlemen did not vole for the new nominee. 

.Mr. L rrabee, who, with others, participated 
in the incidental xiebAte, asked Mr. Hill whether 
the latter entertained proseriptlve principles 
against foreign born citizens, or on account of 
certain religious opinions. 

Mr. Hill replied that he had notchanged a sen- 
timent since 1844. He had ever thought that, 
intelligence being equA), he would always vote 
lor a ii itive in preference to a man born on for- 
eign s ol. [Applause] 

Mr. I, arrabee suid the gentlemen are as wide as 
the poles apart. 

Mr. Hill — Because our constituents are. 
Mr. Larribee replied that, although he repre- 
sented ti e largest naturalized constituency of any 
man in the House, he would vote for a S utile' n 
man in preference to a Republican. 
Mr. Underwood wi»ued tu know how many 



Soulhe.u Oppositionists would vute for a North 
western or Southern Democrat. 

Mr. Stokes replied that he had already said 
that in ihe contingency between a Republican 
and a D.-m erat, he would vote for a sound, con 
servalive Democ-at. He would not vote for a 
man who is in favor of J dge Douglas, with his 
squatter sovereignly principles, lor ihe Presi- 
dency. 

Mr. Hatton wan'ed toknow if Mr. Underwood, 
with his Western Democratic friends, w as willing 
to vote lor the protection of slavery in the Ter- 
ritories in the form of a statute. 

Mr. Underwood did not doubt they were, for 
the reason thit the President said so, and the 
Northern Democracy had never failed to give the 
people South all the rights ihcv were entitled tu 
under the Constitution. [Applause.] 

Mr. Hatton wauled further to know whether 
they would support a man who believed ihat the 
people, in a territorial capacity, would have the 
right to legish te on the subject ol slavery, which 
he regarded as a fallacy. 

Mr. Underwood thought he could see that the 
tendency of such questions was to divide and dis- 
tract the Democratic party, which only could 
hurl back the waves of fanaticism. He wanted 
the South to see that the Southern Opposition 
parly were throwing fir. brands into the Democrat- 
ic party. In conclusion, he said he would stand 
or lall by what Georgia should indicate. He oc- 
cupied the Hoor nearly lour hours. 

Mr. Morris replied to a portion of Mr. Under- 
wood's remarks, and brought the President up to 
his record on the territorial slavery question, on 
which he arraigned him the other day. He re- 
peated that the President has abandoned his orig- 
inal position, and made a bid for the Southern 
vote in the Charleston Convention. Adjourned.
